CREATES BUREAU OF MINES 


Bill Providing 
For Appointment of 
Commissionar Passes House. 
W ashington. Jan 
26. — After a 
storm y session, during which every 
effort was made by Representative 
Tawney, chairm an of the committee 
on appropriations, and other econo­ 
m ists to defeat the measure, the bill 
creating a bureau of mines In th* in­ 
terior departm ent wa* passed by the 
house. 
The bill provides for the appoint­ 
ment of a com m issioner of mines at a 
salary of $5000 a year. It transfers 
from the geological survey to the bu­ 
reau the supervision of the lnvestlga 
tions of structural m aterials and the 
analyzing and testing of coal*, lignites 
and other mineral fuel substances. It 
is made the province of the commis­ 
sioner of mine*, under the direction of 
the secretary of the interior, to “fox 
ter, promote and develop the mining 
Industries of the United States; to 
m ake diligent investigations of the 
methods of mining for the safety of 
miners, the possible improvement of 
conditions under which mining oper­ 
ations are carried on; the treatm ent of 
ores and other mineral substances; 
the use of explosives and electricity; 
the prevention of accidents,” etc.
